DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments, see pages 7-10, filed on March 13, 2008, with respect to claims 1- 
34 have been fully considered and are persuasive. The 35 U.S.C. § 102(a) rejection of claims 1- 
12, 16-17, 19-25, 29 and 31-34 and § 103(a) rejection(s) of claims 13-15, 18, 26-28 and 30 have 
been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-34 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The prior art of record, taken alone or in combination, does not teaches the construction 

of: 

a wave power apparatus as described on and including all the disclosed limitations 
of independent claim 1, a linkage unit for use in a wave power apparatus as described on 
and including all the disclosed limitations of independent claim 19, a method of 
extracting power from waves as described on and including all the disclosed limitations 
of independent claim 3 1 and a method for manufacturing a wave power apparatus as 
described on and including all the disclosed limitations of independent claim 32,wherein: 
each linkage unit is arranged to permit relative rotation between the 
linkage unit and a first body member about a first axis of rotation at on a first end 
of the linkage unit, and to permit relative rotation between the linkage unit and a 
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Art Unit: 2834 

second body member about a second axis of rotation at a second end of the 
linkage unit; and 

the first and second axes of rotation are mutually orthogonal; 
Dependent claims 2-18, 20-30 and 33-34 are considered allowable by their respective 
dependence on allowed independent claims 1, 19, 31 and 32.
